now in Danville and is visiting the 
home of her sinter, Mrs. J. L. McColn, 
i*( Jefferson street. It is understood 
that within a few days. Clarence 
walker wjll return to his position in 
Atlanta' while Mrs. Walker will re- 
turn to her home at Waukeshaw, 111., 
with the prospect of later joining her 
•on. 


According to the story told to a 
reporter this morning by a relative, 
Mrs. Walker who haa never given up 
hope of finding her son, came to Dan- 
ville ' from Illinois and, while here, 
was told that 3. Alvm Walker lived 
.here and that it was possible that he 
lira* the child she had sought. Walker, 
who also went under tbe' name of 
Clarence 'Just at that, time was in* 
volved in.trouble,-in fact the day be- 
fore Mrs. Walker came here he had 
;been .given a. preliminary hearing1 for

NEGRO'S SLAYER CAUGHT 
Woman Kills 


Man At Dance 


Ruby Chalk, coloreU, slayer of 


Willie (Jock) Davisvwho was killed 
at a colored dance-Hall .on Newton 
street about .11:15 o'clock last night. 
was arrested this morning about 10 
o'clock. by police officers near the 
brick yard_ just south of the city. The 
negress .had been at large since the 
killing, although her sister. Edna 
S«.ur,d«rs was .taken in custody soon 
after the affray.

ably 25 witnesses -were summoned in 
the case and were on hand at the in- 
quest today. 


.The evidence given by^th* various 
witnesses set forth the following story 
.of. what took place: 


That during a dance on - Newton 
street Edna Chalk and Willie Davis 
got in a row. Several curse words 
were passed and the 
negress - drew 
forth a long switchblade knife and 
struck Davis on the face, 
causing 
blood "to flow'from the wound.' Davis 
picked up a chair and held it in front 
of him to defend himself. The- wom- 
an continued her attack and DavJs 
finally struck her -with the chair. 
Ruby, sister of Edna, then freed her- 
self from her dancing partner, took a 
pistol from -fier bosom and fired four 
or *flve times 
in rapid succession. 
Davis had started to run on seeing 
Ruby with a. gun, but one of the stiots 
struck him in the back. During thj*/ 
excitement which ensued Davis, ran 
down the steps Into the street shout- 
tag "don't let them kill-me." He fell 
just outside the door, got up and 
staggered about 50 feet further and 
then fell dead.

said' the Rt. Kev. Edwin S. Lines. 
D.D.. Bishop of Newark. In his con- 
vention sermon here today at the 
opening session of the 47th triennial 
General Convention of th» Episcopal 
Church in the United States. "The 
church must be able to give voice to 
the aspirations and hopes and de- 
sires of this multitude for something 
better in life 
for 
themselves 
and 
their children. Out from upspoiied 
homes are to come those who shall 
maintain the lifA of the church and 
the service of religion. 
"The church haf stood for charity 


and relief 
and 
mercy", 
continued 
Bishop Lines. 
"Emphasis must be 
put on social -Justice and fellowship 
and the Golden Rule, upon duties 
rather than rights. No one can see 
the wa-- in which our great cities 
have grown up with their homes of 
luxury and extravagance, waste and 
selfish comfort at one end. and mean 
streets and comfortless houses and 
indecent conditions at the other end 
of the town, without feeling that it 
is semi-paganism rather than Chris- 
tianity. 
"The church must tak» Its own the 
cause of 
the 
unprivileged people, 
those who are in hard places in life, 
of those upon whom the existing so- 
cial 
and 
industrial 
order 
presses 
heavily, while it must stand againsr 
injustice and 
unfairness 
on 
both 


sides. 
"I wonder not'that the world is in 
revolt against the old and existing 
order, whether it be in society or in- 
dustry or in customs and manner of 
living. It is largely a revolt against 
suppression ad worn out customs and 
traditions and it had to come in a 
world which was settling down under 
the impression that money making 
and selfish prosperity and pleasure 
seeking- are the main things in life. 
It is a. subject for rejoicing) that an 
increasing 
number 
of 
intelligent 
business men are endeavoring in a 
Christian way to solve industrial dif- 
ficulties, seeing the other man's point 
of view and giving it consideration. 
We will rejoice that labor is no more 
thought of as a merA commodity by 
right-minded business men and that 
human welfare is counted more than 
the value of property, and that the 
remedy for the -world's ills is recog- 
nized as moral and spiritual rather 
than economic." 
Bishop Lines declared that these 


perplexing industrial questions and 
contentions cannot be settled without 
religion. 
His sermon, which meas- 


urably strikes the 
keynote 
of 
the 


convention -which assembled today 
with delegates present from all parts 
of the world, -was a strong appeal for 
the development of church leader- 
ship to meet present-world condit- 
ions. He urged that it was the duty 
of the church in the fulfillment of its 
mission never to rest content with 
what .has 
been 
accomplished, but 


constantly 
to 
move forward. He 


drew a. vivid picture of the events of 
the past eight years, which he spoke 
of as "The World in Revolt", and 
compared with the spirit of disin- 
tegration and revolt which is preva- 
lent throug all history. — •- 
" *-The hope or thp cfiurch." he de- 
clared, " £s moving forward out of 
the land of ease and contentment, 
out of the land of prejudice and nar- 
raw vision- 
The church in action, 


holding fast to what Is old and well 
settled, but dealing intelligently with 
existing 
conditions 
and 
questions, 


fighting with 
unwavering 
courage 
against what Is wrong, not spending 
overmuch time upon small questions, 
but concentrating upon what is large 
and vital, must take its journey and 
fill out the mission given by the 
Master." 
In concluding his sermon. Bishop 


Lines referred briefly to the subject 
of prohibition. He said in part: 
"I recognize the right to differen- 


ces of opinion and expression of the 
same as regards the wisdom of plac- 
ing this subject In the fundamental 
law of the land. But there it 5s by 
the action of 46 of the 48 states, ap- 
proved as other amendments ha\"e 
been,' and a self-resp«ctinr people 
•srill see that it Is obeyed. The mi- \ 
noritv havs not forced their will up- j 
on the majority. 
If final action was 


quickly taken, that is the way our 
people act when they have been long 
making up their minds and have de- 
cided that a great evil must end. 
What a great jurist called the most 
insolent business in the land, had 
warnings enough and heeded them 
not. I do not argue about prohibit- 
ion, but plead for obedience to the 
law. and if" adjustments must come 
wh«en time 
has 
determined 
public 


opinion, let them not be settled by 
those who are interested In the sale 
of strong drjnk. by those who put In- 
dividual desire? over against num- 
berless lives and homes 
ruined by 
strong: drink, forfeiting; that the re- 
:tr:ct5on of perso-ns.1 liberty, wllllnp- 
T for the common s?cf><!. Is c.ne of 
the finest traits of Christian charac- 
ter and the condition of the progress 
of civilization".

i ting his business on its feet.

He says his refusal to deal with 


I Wall Street and 
banks was due to 
several causes. 
First, he says, they 


I insisted that for a loan of a few mil- 


lion they should be allowed to name 
the Treasurer of the company and 
have a voice in the management of 
the company. 
Again, Ford asserts, 
h0 did not nedcl 
to

banks, for the reason that he could 
see his way clear to revive his busi- 
ness.

of Atlanta playing Against an early 
handicap of two down, brought his 
deadly putting opponent.

— Excitement ir rife in the 
wild animal community of the park 
since the scandal about Mr. Pelican 
received public attention. The ducks 
are quacking about It, the squirrels 
are chattering It and the bob-cats ar* 
scattering it broadcast in their shrllll 
volcet. 


Throughout all the whispers and 
nudges of neighbors aa he passe* Mr. 
Pelican maintains his stately mein. 
seemingly unconscious of the Jibes 
of the multitude. 
HI* actions would 


indicate he still holds his valued place 
in the communHy. 
His trouble started with the charge 


by Prof Henry B Ward, head of the 
department of zoology of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, that he Is a trout 
"hog" and violator of all the tenets 
of good sportsmanship. 
Proof 
of 
ithese charges probably will mean 
that Mr Pelican wiU become an out- 
cast with everyone's door closed to 
him and everyone's h.and against him. 
Professor Ward is conducting an 


exhaustive investigation for the fed- 
eral bureau of fisheries at Lake Yel- 
lowstone 
in 
Yellowstone National 
Park as to the relationship between 
the pelican and 
the 
trout 
supply 
His Investigation, which has been 
progressing several weeks, will con- 
tinue through the present season 


The flock of pelicans that live and 
breed on Lake Yellowstone numbers 
at>out 400. They "summer" aristo- 
cratically at the lake testing on the 
best the land affords from spring un- 
til September, then go to their win- 
ter resorts along the Gulf of Mexico. 
The bird diets almost exclusively 


on fish, and so fir as tha Yellowstone 
and other Rockv Mountair. lakes and 
streams are concerned, this means ex- 
rlu^ivelj en trout 
He estimates that 


the 400 pelicans consume more trout 
than ar0 taken during an entire sea- 
son by sportsmen. 


The pelican is no resuecter of size 
limits or open seasons. Professor Ward 
charges 
He declared he had seen sa 


platoon of 36 pellcar.5 ianged across 
i steram in regular formation prev- 
ing on the trout as they swarn ut> to 
spawn 
Hitherto, the stream
